G overnment, after the cus¬ 
tom of recent years, moved 
in on private enterprise at 
the recent session of the Legis¬ 
lature-intent on taking over pri¬ 
vate business in some instances, 
determined to set up new regula¬ 
tory laws and commissions in 
other instances, and in other cases 
seemingly interested only in se¬ 
curing additional fees from busi¬ 
ness to operate additional State 
departments. 

But government’s campaign to 
encroach on fields of private in¬ 
dustry didn’t get very far this 
year. It came a cropper— ap¬ 
parently due to the fact that both 
legislators and the public have 
concluded that busine.ss, with all 
its failings, is more competent to 
bring about business recovery 
than government agencies. 

The proposais submitted this 
year, however, were more extreme 
than any ever presented in Cali¬ 
fornia before. 

One bill, for example, would 
have put the State into the bank¬ 
ing business. 

Another would have given the 
State a monopoly on the handling 
of Workmen’s Compensation In¬ 
surance. 

Still another would have eased 
the State into the power busl- 


And yet another (in fact, sev¬ 
eral others) would have launched 
the State in the farming business 
with huge production-for-use ex¬ 
periments to provide for the un¬ 
employed. 

'Then, there was the State medi¬ 
cine proposal, or compulsory 
health Insurance, which would 
have levied heavy payroll taxes 
on workers and employers. 

There was the scheme to estab¬ 
lish a Consumers’ Bureau in the 
State Board of Health, which 
would have placed drastic regula¬ 
tions on manufacturers of a wide 
variety of foods. 

And there were other proposals 
too innumerable to mention. But 
the Legislature, in almost every 
instance, voted "No” and there

Judging from the State’s most 
recent check-up of noses in cities 
and counties, California has no 
need to look back to earlier days 
for Whopping figures. For here 
comes a report from the State 
Controller’s office announcing 
that the State’s big family now 
numbers 6,753,983 members. 

The Increase alone in Cali¬ 
fornia’s population since 1930— 
1,076,732— comes close to the 
population of Connecticut, Ne¬ 
braska, or Washington, as re¬ 
ported in 1930. 

California got its start in the 
world during a wirlwind growth 
in the 1850’s when the number of 
its Inhabitants increased 400 per 
cent in ten years. Down through 
the decades that tempo has slacked 
only slightly.

Toasted Cocoanut Bisque 

Add 3 tablespoons tapioca to 2 
cups scalded milk and cook in an or¬ 
dinary pan on low heat on an electric 
range or in a double boiler until tap¬ 
ioca is clear and mLxture thickens 
(about 16 minutes.) Strain by stir¬ 
ring, not rubbing, through a fine 
sieve onto % cup sugar and % tea¬ 
spoon salt. Stir until sugar dis¬ 
solves. Cool. Beat 2 eggs until light, 
fold into first mixture. Fold in 1 cup 
whipped cream, Vt cup toasted 
crumbled cocoanut and 1 ^ teaspoons 
vanilla. Pour into refrigerator tray 
and freeze. This makes 1 quart. 

Peppermint Refrigerator Cake 

Crush ^ pound peppermint stick 
candy and place in a sauce pan on 
low heat with % cup coffee cream. 
Heat until candy dissolves. Add 1% 
teaspoons gelatin which has been 
softened in 1 tablespoon cold water. 
Chill but do not allow to set. Fold in 
114 cups whipped cream. Arrange 
12 halved ladyfingers in a loaf pan 
lined with waxed paper. Pour cream 
mixture over them. Make three lay¬ 
ers. Chill until firm. Slice the width 
of a ladyfinger for each serving. 
Serves 6 to 8 persons.

Await State Funds 
To Complete Santa 
Anita Channel 

Work on the 4,000-foot Little 
Santa Anita channel strip from 
Grand View avenue to Santa 
Anita avenue in Arcadia will 
start as soon as state money is 
released to add to the $155,991 ap¬ 
proved In the WPA appropriation 
by Congress. A total cost of ap¬ 
proximately $195,000 is estimated 
and Arcadia and the Los Angeles 
County Flood control officials 
have petitioned the State Emer¬ 
gency Relief for the difference, 
about $38,000, to completely re¬ 
work the channel which was dam¬ 
aged in the March, 1938 flood. A 
permanent concrete bottom will be 
put in full length of the channel. 

Rehabilitation of the channel 
from the mouth of the canyon to 
the Grand View avenue spot was 
completed last month, with tbe 
■section between Acacia and Grand 
Veiw all new. This work is done 
by the county flood control dis¬ 
trict and WPA.
